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The Seymour Generation 


My great-great grandfather was born in the later part 

of the seventeenth century. He was a Frenchman and could not 
' speak the American language, 

43 a young man he began to stay with a native Indian 
tribe that wondered from place to place up and down the 
Tchutacabuffa River, Which is located five, or more miles 
West of the home of Mrs, Kate Seymour. The Indians had a very 
easy life for they hunted and fished along this river bank. 

-fhey never did any work to amount to anything and as a custom 
' what was done was done by the Sqaw, or Indian women, 

after a period of time he took for his wife an Indian 
girl. After this he built a home and settled down to a life 
that he was accustomed to before he started roaming with the 
Indians. At this hame they raised a family of which one was 
Raymour Seymour and a girl, Corine Seymour. He probably had 
‘more children but I have no record of them. 

At this time Raymour Seymour, who also spoke French and 
not the American language; built a home about a quarter of a 
mile from Mrs. Kate Seymour's place today. He chose for his 
wife Lusindia Williams. Great-great grandfathers wife died 
about this time and nobody knows where she was buried. 

Raymour's father then came to live with them after the 
death of his wife. He lived approximately four years after 
the death- of his wife; he died and was buried at the Larue 


Cemetery. This cemetery is still in use. 
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about this time Corine Seymour, Raymour's sister married; 
she married a Cates. 

In the mean-time game was getting scarce and the Indians 
prepared to leave every fall. The Indians always picked one 
old Indian, that they thought had a communication with the 
spirits. The Indians were very particular about who they pick- 

. ed, because they were afraid of making the spirits angry. 
Finally as the years went on and game became harder to find 
they began to look to the people who lived around them for food, 
which they stole. They would #£ill anything are try anything 
that they thought would make the people their slaves. They 
even went so far as to burn homes and kill the peoples work 

_ animals. | 

— After a few years of this the people could not plan on 
anything. Then one fall when the Indians left some of the 
men in the oommll ity slipped down by the river where the old 
Indian stayed and killed him. They knew if the Indians came 
back and found that he had been murdered that it would make 
things much worse for them. 30 they decided to fix a thing 

‘to-burn him on. They piled brush around him and burnt him. 
That was the last of the old Indian that had been left behind. 
The Indians came back in the spring as usual, but though they 
searchea every where they could find no trace of him. They 
spent the rest of the summer but when the winter came they 


left and have never since returned. 
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Raymour Seymour raised a large family of whom tasers 1.233 
as follows: Clemont Seymour, aloert Jackson Seymour and Vine 
Seymour. Lusindia Seymour who was born April 8, 1934 passed 
away on October 12, 1906 at the age of 72 years. She was a 
Methodist and was buried in the Larue cemetery. 

In 1906 about the month of September the first big storm 
_ that there is any record of struck this country and at this 

time there was timber that probably will never again be so 
beautiful and perfect on this earth. It was broken down level 
with the ground and it is said you could welk from one tree 

to the other for ailes and not touch the ground, 

The preachers and doctors of this day lived in the country. 
aot Dreacher would come and stay -:o long at one place and then 
“ove uu 0 another family's house and preach. Tha doctors had 

a little black satchel that they took with then every where 
they went. They usually rode horses and never failed a caller 
even if it was to late when they got there. 

Raymour Seymour born in the year of 1829 died June 30, 

1911. Five years after the death of his wife. This man lived 
‘to be 72 year old and fought in the war between the North and 
the South. After peace was signed he watked from Savannah, 
Georgia back to his old home place. His wife's brother also 
fought in this war, but was killed. 

Clement Seymour born in the year of 1846 and died on 

November 14, 1915 at the age of 69. His childhood pleasures 
and later sports were hunting, fishing and trapping. He 


worked on tram roads and cut logs in the forests of his day. 
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The forest was also a pdeautiful place with 200d timcer thet 
is a thing of the past now, He Lived with his peosle the 
biggest part of his life. Then he lived at a place whers tir. 
George Cruthirds lives now. He was a bachelor; he didn't go 
to church and he buried his money or done something with it 
besides spend it or give it away. His neice Lizzie Lamene found 
“him dead in his bed. He is also buried at the Larue cemetery. 
Vine Seymour married Raif O'Neal they had two sons 
Raymour O'Neal who married ansia Réeves, my mothers sister, 
they had three children, two girls and a boy when the youngest 
child was Only about 9 months old, Raymour was Killed on a 
tram road car eee it capsized with a load of logs. dHe died 
-,instantly on OCT. 22, 1926 at the age of 29. Albert O'Neal 
“was a bachelor and fell out of a widdow in Gulfport; he died 
instantly on June 20, 1947. The two boys and their father is 
buried at Larue cemetery. Vine O'Neal is buried at Howison, 
Mississippi. | 
Charlie Seymour’ ts a younger brother to Albert Jackson 
Seymour. He married and raised a large family at North Biloxi, 
Albert Jackson Seymour was born September 19, 1867 and is 
now 84 year old, He worked in the forest and farmed. He then 
met Florida Rebecca Bilbo. ‘She was left an orphan as a baby 
when her mother and father with her brothers moved to Arkansas. 


Her mother took thypoid fever and died. Her mother was buried 
at Little Rock, Arkansas. After her mother's death her father 
went to Texas taking them with him. Shortly after he got to 


Texas he took typhoid fever and died also. With nothing else

The meals they ate at home were 
mostly vegetables and home cured meat, that they prepared. 
Corn bread and bisquits were served at every meal. 

The boys had their usual ups-and downs, they also got a 
certain amount of fun from fighting and wrestling as boys do. 

‘They played baseball, tag, hidifig-seek and games of this type 
-at ‘school. | They had dogs and went hunting very often. _ 

The school they went to mere built of logs and consisted 
of only one room. They had it heated by a four-eye wood heater. 
The desk were like the old seperate ones and they could put 
the seats up or down like a show, or auditorium seat. 

The teachers boarded around in the community. One teacher 
came from Ocean Springs and stayed two weeks. She got home- 
sick and grandpa had to get up one night and harness the horse 
and hitch it to the buggy and take her home that night. Nancy 
Greshm, who was boarding at grandpa's a good long time after 
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this was an awful good sport and full of fun. Une day she was 
washing the dishes because they were all in bed sick with the 
flu except grandpa and one or two of the boys. She didn't 
know that grandpa was coming around the house and she thru the 
dish water out of the window and wet him all over. 

Uncle Earl took a great notion to*go to Texas when he 
-was about seventeen or eighteen years old. He didn't go then 
because grandpa and grandpa and grandma didn't like the idea 
at all and they thought he didn't have enough experience to 
leave home. | 

About this time Aunt Rebecca, who was working for a woman 
in Biloxi, took sick and steyed sick for about a month. They 
hed a Dr. Ratcliff and he doctored her for awhile and when they 
‘dladovered she was not getting any better they got another 
‘doctor. Doctor Shepheard told them that she had typhoid fever 
and it wasn't but a short while until she died. She lived to 
be 21 year old; she wasn't married. ‘She was buried at Larue 
cemetery.

James A. Seymour and Rosa Seymour had two children, both 


were girls. Leona Seymour and Gladys Marie Seymour. 
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Louslia syrd died of flu and pnewaonia conbined., wnly 
was it about two years after her death that ay crandmother Seu, 
_ She died in the year of 1937 and lived to be sixth-nine year 
. Old. She died of high blood pressure and heart trouble. 3he 
stayed sick a long time before she died and everyone took turns 
of setting up with her. The children were always left at home 
except when she spoke for one. That was very seldom because 
part of the time she didn't know anyone. 

Joseph Seymour had children as you now know. He had 
three boys that were as cute and full of mischeif as any. The 
girl, Doar Mae, was a little lady with a head full of black curly 

hair. We were all kids together although I am thé youngest by 
four years. On Christmas we popped fire crackers, ate candy 
‘and played with our toys. 

ns time went on our responsibilities grew as we did. My 
father and Uncle Joe owned a big bunch of sheep along with Mr.

Marie Joseph Ryan Saymour 
born 1774, died March 28, 1876, 


SEYMOUR FAMILY 
FaTl 


‘The first Seymour on the Gulf Coast is 
somewhat of a mystery. The firat Seymour 
on record is Joe Zamora, also spelled 
Samora. The name would suggest he was of 
Spanish descent; but, later his name was 
recorded as Joseph §. Moore. Leal 
governing bodies frequently dictated the 
usage, pronunciation and spelling of their 
citizens’ names. Therefore, the true spelling 
is hard to derive. 

Sometime in the early 1770s, Jove married 
Marie Diego Bodro. Marie is thought to he 
the daughter of the well known Jean 
Baptiste Baudreau Graveline. Many 
Seymour descendents claim there is an 
Todian ancestor. If Jean Baptist Baudreau, 
II, was her father; it is believed that his 
mother Magdalina was in fact au Indian. 
Could she be that Indian? 

Jose and Maria Diego are the forebearers 
of the thousands of Seymours on the Gulf 
Coast today. The one known child of this 
couple, is St. Cyr. He was born in 1788 and 
died in New Orleans on Jan. 1, 1845. He 
married Marie Joseph Ryan, daughter of 
Jacque Ryan and Marie Gargete. Marie 
Ryan Seymour died at the age of 102 at Back 
Bay in Biloxi. St. Cyr and Marie settled in 
Belle Fountain, now called Fountainbleau in 
Jackson County. They were farmers and 
raised cattle. They hed considerable land 
holdings extending into Harrison County. 
The records suggest that these early 
Seymours were devout Catholica. Most of 
the births and marriages of their children, 
were recorded by the Catholic church in 
Mobile and/or New Orleans. 

St. Cyr and Marie had seven children: 
Edward, Pierre, Jean Baptist, Lazarus, St. 
Cyr, Victoria and Josephine. Three of the 
eldest Seymour brothers married three 
Fournier sisters: Edward to Adele, Pierre to 
Louise, Jean Baptist to Marie. Lazarus had 
thirteen children between his two wives, 
Nancy Seaman and Elizabeth Fayard. St. 
Cyr, the longest surviving of the brathers. 
married Mary McCarthy and later Victoria 
Delany. The two Seymour girls married two 
Fayaord brothers: Yicteria ta Narelase, 
Josephine to Charles, 

It is interesting to note that all these 
bruise Weis Cagaged in ths sattls husinarg 
one way or another. Like his father, Jean 
Baptist was a farmer and raised cattle. He 
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had owned land that extended west to 
Dewey Avenue in Ocean Springs. His sons 
seem te have settled in that vrea. Three of 
his sons were Confederate soldiers. Moses 
was discharged before surrender at 
Richmond, VA. Henry joined when he was 
16; he surrendered with his commander, Col 
J.B. McRea in North Carolina to the Union 
Army. Jean Baptiste’s son, John, took a 
different route than his brothers. He 
volunteered his services to the South in 1862 
in Biloxi. As of July and August 1862 Roll 
Call, he is listed as a deserter and “‘joined 
the Yanks.” It appears that he was captured 
by the Union Army neer Vicksburg in May 
of 1863. He was sent to Camp Morton in 
Indiana as a prisoner of war. In August of 
1963 he was transferred to Fort Delaware in 
Delaware where he expressed his ‘desire of 
entering the service of the U.S.” His fate 
after the year 1863, is unclear. 

Zeoline, the eldest child married John 
Henry Krohn. Henry was alse a Confederate 
soldier and a prisoner of war, who was 
paroled in Mobile, AL in 1865. The other 
children of Jean Baptiste were: Caroline, who 
married Alfonse Beangez, and Louisa, who 
married Justin Meaut of Biloxi. The rest of 
the children were: Anatole, Cecilia, Hose, 
Mary, and Dehmas. 

Narcisge, the middle child of Jean Baptiat 
and Marie, started out as a carpenter and 
then later he opened up a seafood business 
on Front Beach in Ocean Springs. Narcisse, 
along with his brother and sisters, was 
raised during the Civil War when an 
education was a luxury. Therefore, they 
could not read or write. Narcisse’s daughter, 
Carrie, signed ail his legal transactions. Eyen 
though he was not an educated man, he 
seemed to be a very smart man in business. 
He purchased a lot of lend in Ocean Springs 
and at one point, owned a 22 acre orange 
grove. All during the week Narcisse and his 
family would catch fish,; crabs, oysters, 
shrimp, turtle, and shoot pheasant, Then 
they would sail on their schooner the 
“Carrie” to the French Quarters in New 
Orleans where they would sell their goods for 
cloth, cheese, and wine. There was a lot of 
sadness in this family with the early and 
tragic deaths of his wives and many of his 
14 children. His first wife, oe heeieend 
died early in their marriage after eres 
to two children. Their first c' Mary 
Cecelia, married Eugene Dick and the other 
child, Louis, died a year after he was born. 
On Sept. 18, 1873, Narcisse married Caroline 
Virginia Krohn, sister of John Henry Krobn. 
She bore him 12 more children. Their first 
child, Narcisse, died at 4 months of age.

The love for the 
water seems to be in the blood of his four 
children and their descendants. 

What is left. of these early Seymours are 
their thousands of decendants and their old 
decaying tombstones still standing in Old 
Biloxi Cemetery. There is St. Cyr, the great 
grandfather of the Seymour Family, along 
with at least three of his sons: Lazarus, St. 
Cyr and Jean Baptiste.

MAN MURDERED IN OCEAN SPRINGS 
"William Seymour Beaten to Death Head crushed in and Body Found in yard" 

"Ocean Springs, Miss., Dec. 9. -- William Seymour was murdered at his home here on Fort Bayou. He 
was some seventy years of age and among the first residents of the section and as a rule followed the 
butcher business. 

It was a diabolical, cold-blooded murder evidently, from evidence that could be gathered, and either 
occurred last night or early this morning. He was discovered in his back yard face down, with the back 
of his head crushed in, and nearby lay an old club ax, possibly the instrument that was used. He was on 
the place by himself, his wife being off on a visit. 

Justice Illing immediately impaneled a jury. They will not render a verdict until tomorrow, as a 
thorough investigation will be made in the hope of discovering the guilty party."

"MURDER STILL A MYSTERY" 

"No Clue to the Man Who Killed William Seymour at Ocean Springs--- Robbery Was Not the motive" 

"Ocean Springs, Dec. !0---Additional details of the cold blooded assassination Wednesday of William 
Seymour, one of the oldest residence of this community, being 73 years of age, who was found in his 
back yard, face down, on a brick walk leading from the kitchen to the well, came to light today. 

He was first discovered by his nephew, Manny Seymour, about two p.m. His head was lying in a pool 
of blood. When Manny Seymour attempted to investigate he was held off by Mr. Seymour's dog, which 
had tied near where Mr. Seymour had fallen. [t is supposed that Mr. Seymour was murdered the day 
before, as he left town about 4 o'clock Tuesday evening and his house was still locked when the 
coroner's jury got there. The nature of the crime was not robbery, as nothing was missing from the house 
or from his person. 

The jury at the inquest was unable to fix the crime upon anyone, though a number of witnesses were 
examined. The back of the head was crushed in, supposedly by an axe, which was found near. The 
authorities are still working on the case. 

Mr. Seymour lived about two miles up Fort Bayou. He owned a good deal of land and followed cattle 
raising and butchering as a business. He had been married twice, rearing a large family by his first wife. 
He married a second time about four years ago, and has one little girl by the last union. His wife was 
away from home when the murder was done. She was in Biloxi on a visit. 

Mr. Seymour was related to nearly everybody in the backwoods. He was a typical pioneer and 
backwoodsman himself. The coroner's verdict was death at the hands of unknown persons. 

The remains were interred at the old Seymour homestead today."

We are now ready to investigate 
the migration of the children of St. 
Cyr Seymour and Marie-Josephe 
Ryan from the primal Seymour 
homestead at Fontainebleau to other 
areas of the Mississippi coast, pri- 
marily western Jackson County. _ 

For the most part, they settled in 
what we know today as the Latimer 
community. The primary focus of 
this late 1860 Seymour settlement is 
in and around the intersection of 
Tucker Road and the Old Biloxi 
Road (Daisy-Vestry Road). 

North of the “Big Ridge” on the 
east side of the Tchoutacabouffa 
River watershed is an area that 
could be described as an “inland 
peninsula.” With Bayou Costapia to 
the north, Perigal Creek to the north 
and east, and Cypress Creek to the 
south, some of the Seymour family 
chose the high land amidst these 
waterways to settle. Here, eleva- 
tions range around 40 feet above sea 
level. i 


It is interesting to note that this 


general locale was the childhood 
home of their mother, Marie- 
Josephe Seymour, nee Ryan. She 
was reared on the Jean Ryan settle- 
ment about two to three miles south, 
in the vicinity of present day Bayou 
Porteaux-Gulf Hills. It was a home- 
coming for her. 


Edward Seymour Settlement 
Latimer/Larue 

Edward Seymour (1809-1868+), 
the eldest of the Seymour children, 
married Adele Fournier (d. 1890). 
the daughter of Andre Fournier and 
Catherine Bouzage, circa 1829. 
They may have started their lives 
south of Edward's birthplace at 
Fontainebleau. The 1833 tax roll of 
Jackson County demonstrates that 
Edward Seymour was at Belle 
Fontaine Pointe where he owned 10 
acres of land. By 1842, he owned 60 
head of cattle. 

The Mississippi agricultural cen- 
sus of 1850 reported Edward 
Seymour's holdings as: 10 acres of 
improved land, 400 acres of unim- 
proved land, cash value of farm 
$300. Stock included 4 horses, 1 
mule, 30 milch cows, 4 working 
oxen, 10 other cattle, and 38 swine 
valued at $850. Seymour also 
owned 50 bushels of Indian corn 
and 50 pounds of butter. 

By 1856, the tax rolls have 
Seymour in possession of 80 cattle 
and one slave. 

It cannot be ascertained with a 
high degree of certitude when 
Edward Seymour and family left the 
Fontainebleau area for the Latimer 
area in western Jackson County. 
The land deed records of Jackson 
County indicate that in June and 
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November 1851, Edward Seymour 
purchased two contiguous tracts of 
land on the Daisy-Vestry Road (Old 
Biloxi Road) about one mile south- 
west of its intersection with present 
day Tucker Road. , 

From James L. Condry, Seymour 
acquired the NW/4 of the SE/4 and 
the SW/4 of the SE/4 of Section 27, 
T6S-9RW. He bought from Peter 
Scarborough of Harrison County in 
November 1851, with tenements, 


the NW/4 of the NE/4 of Section 34, | 


T6S-ROW. 

Edward Seymour and his wife 
reared a large family consisting of 
the following children: Raymour 
Seymour (1829-1911), Elizabeth 
Richard (1836-1905), Suzanne 
Dupree (b. 1839), Lewis Seymour 
(b. 1939), Antoine Seymour (b. 
1840), Joseph Edward Seymour (b. 
1842), Josephine “Coriene” Cates 
(1843-1929) and Clement Fayard 
Seymour (1846-1915). 

Some corroboration for the relo- 
cation of Edward Seymour to the 
Latimer area is given in 1867. At 
this time, his mother Marie-Josephe 
or Mary Seymour purchased 120 
acres in the north half of Section 26, 
T6S-ROW from the State of 
Mississippi. Also, at the same time, 
his, son, Clement Seymour, son-in- 
law, Fred Dupree (1833-1911), and 
grandson, Edward Richard, bought 
the SE/4 of Section 26, T6S-ROW 
from the State of Mississippi. These 
tracts are all on the northeast side of 
Tucker Road, varying from one 
mile southeast of its intersection 
with the Old Biloxi Road to the 
intersection with same, in the NW/4 
of Section 26. 

In 1872, Edward Seymour sold 
his land in the Latimer area to 
Clement Seymour and St. Cyr 
Seymour II. It appears from the land 
assessment records of Jackson 
County that by 1875 Edward 
Seymour, who was approximately 
66 years of age, had disposed of all 
land holdings in the county. His 
name is not on the 1875 Land Rolls 
of Jackson County. 

One would assume that he and 
his wife were residing with an off- 
spring. : eo Re 3 

Annette Raley Seymour, the wife 
of John Chester Seymour (b. 1929), 
relates in the “Seymour Family” in 
The History of Jackson County, 
Mississippi (1989), that “Edwour 
Seymour lived with his son 
(Raymour) and his wife (Lucinda 
Williams) for about four years after 
his wife died. His death occurred on 
Aug. 1, 1898, and he is buried in the 
Wilkerson Cemetery in Larue 
Community.” 

John Chester Seymour is the 
great-great-grandson of Edward 
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Early Seymour family settlements (Part IV) 


Seymour and Adele Fournier. 

The Seymour encroachment into 
the Larue area began in 1891. In 
September 1891, Raymour 
Seymour acquired Federal patents 
on the following lands in TSS-ROW 
of the Larue area: SW/4 &f SW/4 of 


‘Section 14; SE/4 of SE/4of Section 


15; and the NE/4 and tHe Nywa of 
the NE/4 of Section 22. 
At the same time, his brother, 


‘Clement Seymour, and son, Albert 


Jackson Seymour (1867-1951), 
received Federal patents, also on 
lands in TSS-R9W. Cleme.t 
received the NW/4 and SW/4 of the 
NE/4 of Section 10, while Albert 
got 160 acres in Section 11.

Pierre Seymour (1810-1888) 
married Louise Fournier, the daugh- 
ter of Andre Fournier and Catheri.1e 
Bouzage circa 1833. Their known 


children are: Joseph Lazarus 
Seymour (1835-1920), William 
Seymour (1837-1908), Clo (b. 


1842), Louisa S. Garlotte (1838- 
1916), Adele S. Bullock (1844- - 
1913), Sherrod Seymour (1846- 
1928), May Seymour (b. 1847) aad 
John Peter Seymour (1852-1938) 

The early tax rolls of Jackson 
county have very little information 
on Pierre Seymour. One could 
deduce that he resided in the 
Fontainebleau area, probably on the 
St. Cyr Seymour homestead with 
his siblings until he relocated to the 
Fort Bayou area of Jackson County. 

Like his brothers,  Pieite 
Seymour owned cattle. In 1843, he 
was assessed with 40 bovines. 3y 
1856, his herd had grown to 50 beef 
cattle. In the 1860 Federal census, 
Pierre is a butcher making his liveli- 
hood from the sale of beef and other 
animal meat. He is a farmer in 18/0. 

There is a high degree of certi- 
tude that Pierre Seymour and his 
family settled on the north shore of 
Fort Bayou in Section 17, T’S- 
RBW. He acquired land patents 
from the Federal government as 
well as the State of Mississippi on 
lands here as early as 1847. In fact, 
the first Federal patent acquired by 
Pierre Seymour, in January 1847, 
the SE/4 of the SW/4 of Section 17, 
is the most probable homestead. 
This site rests at an elevation of 25 
feet above sea level with good 
drainage and easy access to Fort 
Bayou. 

Topographically, this habita: is 
very similar to the original Seymour 
land at Fontainebleau. Here Pierre 
Seymour encountered navigable 
water, marsh, timber and some flat 
areas suitable for subsistence agri- 
culture.

By 1875, Pierre Seymour owned 
about 300 acres of land in Section 
17 and several tracts to the south in 
Section 20, T7S-R8W. The Pierre 
Seymour family cemetery devel- 
oped in the NE/4 of the NE/4 of 
Section 20. 

It appears that several of the chil- 
dren of Pierre and Louise Fournier 
found settlements near their primal 
haunts on Fort Bayou. The 1875 
Land Assessment Book of Jackson 
County reveals that William 
Seymour (1837-1908) owned 320 


acres in Sections 7, 8 and 9 of T7S-. 


RBW _ while brother, Sherrod 
Seymour (1846-1928), possessed 40 
acres in Section 8. The Old Fort 
Bayou Road is near or transects sey- 
eral of these parcels which indicates 
that these Seymour brothers may 


have lived just north of their par- ~~ 


ents. Many of their descendants still 
reside in the immediate area. 

Ina Goff Clarke, a descendant of 
Peter Sherrod Seymour (1870- 
1934), remembers that as a child in 
the 1930s she was brought to the 
“William Seymour place.” It was 
located just west of the Seymour 
Cemetery. There are groves of live 
oaks in these areas today which may 
indicate old Seymour homeplaces. 


Today, the former lands of Pierre ; 


Seymour in Section 17 and Secti 


20, T7S-R8W., are for the most part 
owned by the heirs of J. Duncan 
Moran (1925-1995) and his brother, 
Alfred R. Moran (1930-1981). With 
the exception of the Woodfield 
Subdivision and the Windsor Park 
subdivision on the northeast and 
southwest perimeters respectively, 
and Bayou Talla Road which goes 
to the Seymour Cemetery, this land 
is lightly timbered and undevel- 
oped. Directly across Fort Bayou to 
the south, Maurepas Landing 
Subdivision is presently developing 
on the former Wright-Hunt property 
in Section 20. 

It is believed that these Pierre 
Seymour lands came into the Moran 
family through their grandparents,

John Seymour married Almena Miller in 1871. She is buried next to him at Bellande. John 
Seymour lived in the Ocean Springs/Biloxi area for the majority of his life, except when he 
served in the Civil War in the Maryland Calvary, which is what the notation on his headstone 
stands for, so the person that is noted as being in Pike County, isn't him, either. I haven't been 
able to find this family on any census documents. Ancestry.com is where I've done quite a bit of 
research and I've been in contact with a couple of other Seymour family searchers. Ancestry 
changed the search engine and it throws tons of useless information that takes forever to sort 
through. Alphonse Seymour is listed as residing with Almena Seymour in 1920 I think in 
Mississippi. I can't remember what township. The brothers are supposedly Alphonse, George 
Edward, William Eugene, James Edward, Delmas Jean, Lawrence Adolph, Albert Justin. Several 
brothers are have draft cards but never show up on later census' except Lawrence and Alphonse, 
that I can find. Two sisters, Emilia and Loise Zeolide are also shown as family members. 
However, there is scant information about them otherwise. I found a marriage showling Zeolide 
and Benjamin Dick getting married in 1891, however, my mother said she never heard her 
grandfather mention any of the people that are supposed to be family members. Lawrence's wife 
was Eunice Alabama Ikerd and she lived till 1965. Correct me if I'm wrong, but the dates seem 
way out there. Albert Justin is listed as a brother, born 3/1891-5/1948. Zeolide is supposed to be 
his sister and she got married the same year. Mom is almost 50. Makes me wonder that's all.

| checked the two cemetery books on Jackson County, the old set and the new one that is being done by 
the Jackson County Genealogical Society. The only information that is given in either for John Seymour 
buried in Bellande Cemetery is “3 MD Cav.” No dates are given at all. | can only assume that there were 
no dates on the headstone; usuaily a notation is made if there is writing there, but it is too faded to read. | 
checked everything that | could think to check. | checked the Mississippi Death Certificate Index for 
1912-1933. The only John that | found was a John Seymore who died in 1929 in Pike County, MS. 


| checked "Bradford O’Keefe Funeral Home Records Books 1-32, 1903-1948” by Julie Suarez and found 
an entry for a John Seymour who died 12/13/1919 (Book 9, Page 51). No information on his age or birth 
date was given, so I’m unable to tell whether this could be your John. Ordinarily, you could contact 
O'Bradford O'Keefe Funeral home (Biloxi) to get a copy of the record that this abstract was taken from. 
With Hurricane Katrina, | don’t know whether this is still possible. | can find the address, but even if you 
sent away for the record, | don’t think there would be any further information. Ms Suarez says in the front 
of the book that “All information is included that was available in the record.”

Bradford-O’Keefe Funeral Home served families along the 
coastal area in Mississippi. The final product is an index containing over 
10,000 entries; it begins in 1904 and continues into 1948. Included in this 
index are: 1) first and last name of deceased; 2) date of birth and date of 
death; fathers and mothers name; and book number and page where 
information can be found. All information is included that was available in 
the record. You will find several different spellings of the same name, I left 
them like that so you could see the possible ways to hunt your ancestor. 
Some of the records may be misspelled because I could not read the writing 
on the record or if the record itself was misspelled . 


These books of records are available at the Biloxi Library in the Geneological 
Section. I would like to thank them for the use of the records. They are also 
available at the funeral home. 


Note: While in the process of completing this publication, a volume of 
Bradford records were discovered that have no book or page numbers. I am 
inputting them into the computer and will have them available soon. There 
are records in this volume ranging from 1945 through 1952.
